The true friends of Laurence Gron- 
lund have read with profound regret 
his arUcle In the Social Democrat of 
June 113.

In plain English, this crowd 
of Chicago iMJlltlclans have siutled Mr, 
Grouluud and are using-him for their 
own sinister ends. This they have 
been able to do because Mr. Gronlund 
was not at the convention as a steady 
attendant and knows very little of the 
real situation as It existed there. 

Xo one questions Mr. Gronlund’s 
rights to an opinion of the platform 
as presented by the majority of the 
committee. What we do deplore is that 
he should use his objections to help 
the cause of the convention packers. 
But further on I shall throw some light 
on his views on the platform. Ills 
charge that we of the new organisation 
acted from childish spite, I utterly 
deny, and 1 must add that In making 
such a charge Mr. Gronlund has hlin- 
f self been guilty of a display of child- 
l Ishness. We stood out for principle, 
nothing more and nothing less. So long 
iutegrlly of the Socialist move¬ 
ment Is in our keeping we must act 
for the best Interests of the movement, 
■party or no party. Mr. Groulund’s 
claim that It was our duty to stay in 
an organization that was being used 
to swindle people is not at all ethical. 
I, for one, refuse to be a party to ras¬ 
cality. 1 should bold to this resolve 
no mutter what personal Inconvenience 
i( brought on me. I will not fellowship 
with swindlers, If 1 can help It. In¬ 
stead of abandoning the Social Democ¬ 
racy, we who organized were the So¬ 
cial Democracy, the' n^presentatlves of 
a iKMly whose convention had been 
stolen from It, and who, from the dic¬ 
tates of decency aud justice, were 
forced to i-epudlate that convention aud 
abandon the headtjuarters to the local 
horde that overwhelmed us.

“Rewolved, That we reaffirm the truth 
expressed In the proceedings of the 
Internationai. Labor Congrass, held in 
I.s>ndon in August, ISfiC, that while it 
Is absolutely necessary for the work¬ 
ing people to make use of the political 
power In order to secure and enforce 
the demands of hilior, yet dHTerence* 
•of political views held by. members of 
the labor organizations sbotild not be 
a reason for separate organization fu 
the, eottiminlc. struggle cans!ug dissen¬ 
sions and disruptions. 

“Ue'Solved, That we consUler strike* 
and lioycotts as historically necessary 
weapons to obtain the demands of 
trades unionism; we further recognize 
In the union label an importaul .factor 
In strengthening the power of organi¬ 
zation, and Mlui-atlng the public to 
denioDUtrate in a prneticnl way its 
sympathy and assistance to the cause 
of labor; and we therefore indorse all 
the labels of the l>ona fide trade* 
unions, earnestly recommending to the 
membership of the Social Democratic 
Tarty of Amerii-a to patronize only 
such concerns selling products bearing 
the same. 

“Resolvetl, That we condemn the at¬ 
tempt to disrupt the labor movement 
by organizing rival unions to the bou.a 
fide trades unions. 

"Resolved, That we encourage the 
movement of organizeil labor for the 
establishment of a legal elghl-honr 
■workday aud the Saturday half holi¬ 
day.

Karl .Marx, writing on the growth 
and expansion of society, says: 

‘•Sociey Is like evetylltlBg t-lsc In 
nature, "it develops, It expands. When 
the iK)wv*r of expansion of water shut 
U[i tu a cylinder begins to increase 
through the generation of heat, the 
form of water changes; it becomes 
steam, which hursts the narrow walls 
withiu which it is inclosed. When a 
chicken Is being hatched out. It dot-8 
so by reason of the Increased heat. 
The substance of the egg remains the 
same, hut Its form changes. There Is 
a gradual evolution of the yolk Into a 
living substance. The food of the an¬ 
imal nature had provided In the white 
surrounding the yolk. The anl- 
Imal grows. The sheU of the egg. 
however, does not expand with the 
growth of the animal inside. At a 
certain point It l>ecomes,too narrow 
for the further growth of the chicken. 
ITie shell Is broken and the chicken Is 
hatched ont. But the chicken Is alive 
long before h cracks the shell. It does 
not break It us long as It can exist 
and develop under the shell. But 
when It can do so uo more, then the 
shell is broken.” 

Tlie shell would not expand, com¬ 
rades; the chicken could not grow; 
something had to break; we cracked 
the shell aud came forth—the Social 
Democratic Party of America..

ErCENE V. DEBS. i 


With a fomilug population exceeding 
the urban population by some thirty 
iiillliQUs, it is easily seen that without 
uiuulclital autonomy, the nationalizing 
of farms or an appreciated unity of in¬ 
terest between fanner and proletariat. 
Socialism Is a'chimera to the living of 
to-day. 

As to municipal autonomy, with, the 
exception of the late agitation of Man- 
liivttan-, there has been a disposition 
among legislators to limit mnnicipal au¬ 
thority rather than extend it. Witness 
the municipal i>ollce boards of Colo¬ 
rado, Nebraska and the street car legis¬ 
lation in Illinois. Persons familiar 
with the disposition of the rural popu¬ 
lation know their belief In the corrup¬ 
tion of cities, and the healthful effect 
of municipal regulation by officers re¬ 
sponsible to the people of ^he whole 
state. Eor this reason the Yiecessary 
increase of urban population .alone to 
effect the national councll8(! places the 
hope of substantial relief tbrongh mu¬ 
nicipal autonomy beyond conception; 
the itower of the farmers in shaping 
tlie complexion of Congress makes 
tlieir union «1th the proletariat Indis¬ 
pensable. 

As t6 luitionallzlug farm^lt Is ad¬ 
mitted tliat collective, production and 
dlsirlbutluii of wealth or the "national 
control and administration of capital” 
becomes essentiaL as the producer, by 
Ijie evolution of Industry, Is deprived 
of Ills tools, and they pass under the 
control of the ,explolter. As a whole, 
the supitosed centralization of the 
farms Is largely mythical, especially 
as it is nscrilKid to the evolution of 
farming utensils. Front 1785 to 1870 
there was granted 11,700 patents for 
phtws; since 1870 three Improvemants 
only of any value, and farmers arc 
divided as to whether the'riding plow 
retluces the cost of labor. 

The lister throws th? earth on a ridge 
and enables the farmer to plant with¬ 
out previously breakisg the soil; valu- 
ahle In dry regions, useless where the 
ralufull nocesgItat<» breaking the 
ground. Out of 020 com gatherers pat¬ 
ented. only one is n success, and that 
one rejected by 'many because of the 
waste. Since, the ojtenlng of the patent 
ottlce G,020 patents for harvesters have 
Ikk*u granted, and out of 800 patents 
since 1870 the twine hinder Is the only 
efftK-tive inveutioD. 

Counting the labor of men binding- 
jtfter the original AlcCormlck reapers, 
at two dollars i)or day. the total sav¬ 
ing by all these Improvements since 
1870 is estiiiiated at six cents per bushel 
for wheat, rye anil oats. In cotton, 
from planting to picking, the .some 
method exists as in 1800 (John 
Bookwalter). The foregoing figures are 
eitslly voriifed. Truck farms, 1. e,, on¬ 
ions, beets, iKitatoes, etc., use no essen¬ 
tially different machinery (labor sav¬ 
ing than they did t-oeuty-flve years 
ago. Thus It will .Ite seen that the 
concentration of farms as a result of 
.farming tools and implement perfec¬ 
tion will be cxccK-dlngly slow. The 
farmer tenants, however, may bwome 
owners by means which so-ciillcd scien¬ 
tific,Socialists wouUl regartj pallatlves, 

1. e., namely, the single tax, state in¬ 
surance, state elevators, the issuing 
aud loaning of money by the govern- 
iheut at cost, the inheritance tax 
(which has been decided to be consti¬ 
tutional), etc." If we admit that farm¬ 
ing is not rl^te for social ownership.' 
then we must find a means to unite 
with tltem for the benefit of the prole¬ 
tariat, aud permit me Jiere to quote 
Kuutsky; "Individual production re¬ 
quires private ownership of the means 
of productions.’’ The exi'roprlatlon of 
these would be the more senseless. 
Mince it is the iiiin of SociaUsiu to place 
Into the hands of workers the uec- 
t*s.*(ary means of production, lu small 
industries and farms, the expropria¬ 
tion of the means of production would 
mean that we should take it from the 
present owners and forthwith give it 
hack to th'-m, which would Ik* uou- 
seiisloal. 

It Is not difficult for an economist to 
conceive of a method by %vlileli the 
tenant of a landlord (or lit the lust an¬ 
alysis of the slate) may IsK-oiue the 
owner himself. Thus we find munici¬ 
pal autonomy or conceutrallzatlon of 
farms too remote, or impossible, to fur¬ 
nish the material unity of interest re¬ 
quisite lu unite the rural with the 
urban denizens. 

.'tehlller says lu his History of .the 
Thirty Years’ War: "It is only Imme¬ 
diate advantages, or Immetllate evils, 
that set tht* people In action, and for 
these sound iKtIlcy cannot wait." The 
tJrauge. the Farmers’ Alliance, the 
Ftstple’s I’arty (opiy dlsruptetl by a 
Imre majority at 8t. Isniisi tetu-h a 
lesson we should utke advantage of, 
aud. while teaching of the abstract 
fiiiidamentals of Socialism, we should 
deetire for that which is of direct In¬ 
terest to the farmers. In hopes of a 
uulficntion of forces. Without their 
supixtrt the cause of the proletariat Is 
hoiK*U*s8 and vice versa. 

If we argue that to assist the farmer 
we uphold a middle class, I reply, by 
agitation yon cannot destroy them— 
the Immutable laws of Indnstrlal evolu¬ 
tion only can do that fathomless re¬ 
search. oratory and essay can do noth¬ 
ing. until interest prompts and neoes- 
sltatps the grasp of new truth. The

Branches deciding to ally themselv^ 
with tbe-Soclal Democratic Tarty will 
have charters issued to them and cards 
of membership issued to their members 
us soon as these can be provided. 

Tbe motto of the Social Democratic 
Party is pure Socialism and no com¬ 
promise. The party stands for united 
pffiitical action and proposes to enter 
the national field this fall by nominat¬ 
ing candidates for Congress in every 
district in which the organization has 
a foothold. Candidates for municipal 
and state offices will also be nominated 
wherever possible and a thorough 
campaign made for a united Socialist 
vote throughout the country. 

Comrades, we feel that the Social 
Democratic Tarty is the party of the 
American Socialist movement. it 
stands for International Socialism and 
appeals for support on Its merits ns 
a class-conscious, revolutionary social 
organization. The convention which 
resulted in separation has not weak¬ 
ened. but strengthened, tbe movement. 
There are no longer warring factions, 
conflicting elements, but absolute 
unity and harmony, which ore bound 
to bring success. Every loyal support¬ 
er of Socialist principles should 
promptly come to the front and Join 
the Social Democratic Party of 
America. Never was the outlook more 
prondsing. Eiist, West, North and 
South comrades are witb us and ring¬ 
ing messages of approval cheer us on 
the emurse we have taken.

Adopted by the Social Democratic 
Party at Chicago, June 
II. 189S, 


expects Its coming through the deter¬ 
mined, united efforts of the workers 
of both city and country to gain and 
use thd political power to that end. 
In view of this we adopt the fcdlowlng 
platform for the purpose of uniting 
the workers In the country with those 
In the city: 

1. No more public land to be sold, but 
to be utilized by the United States or 
the state directly for the public benefit, 
or leased to fanners in small parcels 
of not over 040 acres, the state to make 
strict regulations as to improvement 
and cultivation. Forests and water¬ 
ways to be put under direct control of 
the nation. . 

2. Construction of grain elevators, 
magazines and cold storage buildings 
by the nation, to be used by the farm¬ 
ers at cost. 

3. Tbe postal, railroad, telegraph and 
telephone services to be so united that 
everj- jMwt and railroad station shall 
be also a telegraph and telephone cen¬ 
ter. Telephone service for farmers, as 
for residents of cities, to be at cost. 

4. A uniform postal rate for the 
tran8|>ortation of agricultural products 
on nil railroads. 

5. Public credit U> be at tbe disposal 
of counties und towns for the Improve¬ 
ment of roads and soil and for Irriga¬ 
tion and drainage. 


Tile Social Democratic Party of 
America declares that life, liberty and 
happiness for everj’ man, woman and 
child are conditioned upon equal po¬ 
litical and economic rights. 

That private ownership of the means 
of production and distribution of 
wealth has caused society to split Into 
two distinct classes with conflicting 
Interests, tbe small isissesslng class of 
capitalists or exploiters of tbe labor 
force of others and the ever-increasing 
large dispossessed class of wage-work¬ 
ers, who are deprived of the soclally- 
due share of their product. 

That capitalism, the private own¬ 
ership of the means of pnaluction, is 
re8i>onsiblle for the insecurity of sub¬ 
sistence, the poverty, misery and deg¬ 
radation of tbe ever-growing majority 
of our people. 

That the same economic forces 
which have produced and now Inten¬ 
sify tbe capitalist system will compel 
the. adoption of Socialism, tbe collec¬ 
tive ownership of the means of produc¬ 
tion for the common good and welfare, 
or result In the destruction of civiliza¬ 
tion. 

That the trade union movement and 
independent political action are tbe 
chief emancipating factors of the 
working class, the one representing 
its economic, the other its political 
wing, and that botll must cooperate 
to altollsh tbe capitalist system of 
production and distribution. 

Therefore, tbe Social Democratic 
Party of America declares its object 
to be tbe establishment of a system of 
co-operative production and distribu¬ 
tion, through the restoration to tbe 
people of all the means of production 
and distribution, to be administered 
by organized society in the Interest of 
the whole i>eople, and the complete 
emancipation of society from tbe dom¬ 
ination of capitalism. 

The wage-workers and nil those In-'t 
sympathy wltli their historical mis¬ 
sion to realize a higher civilization 
should sever connection with nil cap¬ 
italist and reform parties and unite ij 
with the Social-Democn-atlc Party of 
America. 

The control of Political Power by 
the Social Democratic I'arty will lie 
tantamount to the abolition of capi¬ 
talism and of all class rule. 

The solidarity of labor connecting 
us with millions of class CKtnscluus fel¬ 
low workers throughout the civilized 
world will lead to International So¬ 
cialism, the brotherhood of man. 

.\8 steps In this direction, we make 
the following deinnnds; 

1. Revision of onr antlqiiatcsl Fcd- 
erai Coustltution In order to remove 
the obstacles to full and complete con¬ 
trol of government by all the people. 
lm*spcctlve of sex. 

2. The puhllf ownership ot all Indus¬ 
tries eontrolled by uionuiMtlics, tnisls 
and eonibin(>s. 

3. Tlie public ownership of all rail¬ 
roads. telegraph, telephone, nil means 
of transportation, communication, 
waler ■works, gas and electric plants, 
and all other public utilities. 

4. The public ownership of all gold, 
silver, coiiper, lead, tooI. Iron, and all 
other mines; also of all oil and gas 
wells. 

.5. Re<]^ction of till? hours of labor In 
proportion to the Increasing facilities 
of production. 

b. The inauguration of a system of 
public works and improvements for the 
employment of a large numlier of the 
unemployed, the public credit to be 
utilized for that purpose. 

7. All useful inventions to lie free to 
all, the Inventor to l)e remunerated by 
the public. 

8. Labor legislation to be made na¬ 
tional Instead of local, and interna¬ 
tional where possible. 

0. National Insurance of working peo¬ 
ple against accidents and lack of em- 
plo.vmeut and old age. 

10. Equal civil aud political rights 
for women, and the abolition of nil 
la-ws discriminating against women. 

11. The adoption of the Initiative and 
Referendum, and tbe right of recall of 
representatives b.v the voters. 

12. Abolition of war ns far as the 
United States are concerned, and the 
introddetion of International arbitra¬ 
tion instead. 

DEMANDS FOB FARMERS. 

The Social Democratic. Party of 
America does not hope for the estab¬ 
lishment of koclal order through tbe 
Increase of misery, but on the contrary 


American Socialism. 


Of late we hear a great deal of 
"American Socialism." This term has 
by. certain |)cople been used as if 
StK-ialisni In America was hometbing 
different from Socialism in the old 
countries. And especially the found¬ 
ing of communistic or coilperatlve col¬ 
onics was pointed out to us as being 
“American Socialism." The discussion 
about the matter is by no means free 
from bitterness. 

We Intend to argue only with the 
lionest Knownothings of Socialism. 
Such “knownothlngness" is not sur¬ 
prising, liecause Socialism has been 
misrepresented and maligned by press, 
pulpit aud politicians so long that even 
some so-called Socialists who did not 
study ^the subject have rather vague 
and misleading conceptions about it. 

But the first requisite for the intel¬ 
ligent disciissicin of any theme is a 
clear and accurate knowledge of the 
subject discussed. 

The definition of Socialism, ns gen¬ 
erally accepted now, is "the collective 
ownership of all the means of pro¬ 
duction and distribution." This defi¬ 
nition Is nlwut the same in all coun- 
trli*. It lias been accepted b.v the 
Socialists of German.v, as well ns by 
those of England, Italy, Holland, Bei- 
gium and h.v most all the socialist 
groups of France. 

Socialism., tlierefore. means virtually 
tlK* same thing in all civlhze<l coun¬ 
tries. and justl.v so. For -in all civi¬ 
lized countries, the.v monarchies or 
reimblios, tlie jicUon of cnpltnli.sm and 
comiH*tltiou is nearly tlie same, ahd 
the position of. the wage-workers is 
e.vnctly tbe same: to wit, the latter 
deiiend uiion the man with means for 
an opiKirtnnlty to work and to live. 
In all civilized countries, and under 
whatever form of government, the 
present system of social.i>roductlon by 
individual ownership has produced 
two classes: the propertyless cin.ss and 
the enpltali.st class. The middle class 
is fast disniipcarlng in the mill of 
I'onilietitlon cverywliere, and tlie issue 
Is now. or will lie vcr.v soon, lietween 
riie two first classes. These are the 
.conditions in Eiighiud, in France, in 
Germany, and. in no sninll degree, in 
our own country. An.v attempt to ob¬ 
scure this Isstie lietween these two 
classes or to delay Its settlement is 
futile, and oil other Issues will speed¬ 
ily la- absorbed b.v' It in all civilized 
countries. 

The dlffercnee is only in the niotho<ls 
of tile niovcnient. .tnd naturallj' the 
tactics cuiplo.vcd b.v tlie Soclalhsts in 
l•’rancc differ somewliat from the tac¬ 
tics in Germany, or Belgium—lint as 
far !is they are Social Democrats tliey 
all agrt+ in tlie iie<-essity of tlie rule 
of tlie people ami in the use of the 
ballot. 

It lias lH‘on said that the founding of 
conimnnistlo colonies is the "Araerl 
can" idea. That is not true. Outside 
of the colonies of religious sects—the 
Anglo Saxon mind of former days 
tending towards religion-not one of 
the Imiumernhle comninnUtlc or co- 
oiienitlve colonies that have been 
fonndiai and fsiletl in America, even 
if made up of .Vmerienn meinliership, 
ivns of American origin. Not one. 
I'lie.v nil were founded upon the ideas 
of Fnoich or German utopian Social¬ 
ists—notably Fourier. Caliet and Woit- 
ling. Df late we lind some so-calIe<i 
"Bella my-Colonles." but Bellnm.v had 
no original Socialist ideas. Ills fa¬ 
mous "Looking Backward” simply 
gave the Ideas of modern German sei- 
entlflc Socialists in an utopian forni. 
No colony scheme ever lind Bella ni.Vs 
approval. 

rrnetical effort.s to realize <-<>iniuu- 
nisHi arc not new and they are not 
espet-lally American. Tlie dawn of 
history shows a communistic {teriotl 
for all nations. I.Ater Sparta arid 
the monasteries of the Middle .\fces 
^vo ns examples of the oomniunistlc 
form of life. With the beginning of 
the Reformation ■ and the apiiearance 
of capitalism in the history of br.- 
manlty we also see utopian liolspurs 
and dreamers who Invented different 
kinds of eommnnistic systems anti oc¬ 
casionally tried to put them into prac¬ 
tice. 

All these attempts necessarily failed, 
becaose their promoters disregarded 


the natural development of human 
society. 

As we mentioned before, bistory re¬ 
cords some communistic organizations 
which did thrive. But under what 
conditions? 

Since humanity has left Its primitive 
coadltion all communistic communities 
that ever existed have not lived by 
their own labor, but from the labor of 
others. The Spartan commonwealth, 
for instance, rested upon the most hor¬ 
rible slavery of the Helotes. The 
Spartans themselves dhl not product, 
they only consumed. The case of the 
monasteries of the Aliddle Ag<‘s was 
similar.. The monks or the nuns led 
a contemplative life—they prayed, 
begged or taught—hot they produced 
little or noth lug. at any rate, never 
enough to. keep the monasteries alive. 
The serf iieasantrj- took cate of the 
production. 

And right here. Jet us define the dif¬ 
ference between Socialism and Com¬ 
munism, and draw the line of de- 
markatlon. 

Communism proposes the common 
ownership of the means of consump¬ 
tion, or, in some cases, the means of 
production and consumptioa. 

Sucialism', on the contrary, aslts only 
for the common ownership of the 
means of production, as made neces- 
sarj- by the modern deveioptueiit of the 
tool into the machine. Socialism 
leaves consumption, i. e., the selection 
and the enjoyment of the means of life 
to the free will ami the tste of the in¬ 
dividuals. 

Socialism is the child of civilization. 
Soclalisiu was Imiiosslbie in former 
centuries. TJie modern development 
of the fiieans of production—manufac¬ 
turing in the present largo scale—has 
made Socialism possible and neces- 
sarj-. Socialism requires the modern 
industrial jlevclopment, i. e., capital¬ 
ism ns a forerunner, which centralizes 
industry* and trade. Socialism would 
even now be ini|>ossible in Turkey, 
Moroccti. CulMi, Cblna. I’ersln. etc., 
and even In Russia. But Socialism is 
rapidly lieliig made iiosslble in Japan. 

It Is furtlierniore nonsensical to talk 
alKiut the “Socialism” of Christ and 
tlie early Clirlstians. The early Chris¬ 
tians were communists in a similar 
sense as the monks of the Middle Ages, 
hut they were not Socialists. The 
early Christians depeiuIiHl u|>on the 
coutrihutions of the richer members 
of the l.•ommunlty for a living, and 
Uimn the Is>rd for everj'thlug else. 

Communism, as we seen in historv. 
imiilles a smack of barbarism, or of 
religious fanaticism. 

Swlalism means a higher civilization 
by multiplying and making use of all 
tlie means of culture of capltallsr so- 
Chily. 

Comniunistic colonies, except such as' 
were based uiion religious fanaticism, 
liave, so far. never, succeeded; most 
of them only carried on a mock exist¬ 
ence paid for by the sympathizers out¬ 
side. In Brook Farm, J^auvoo. Chel- 
tenliam, etc., the oolonist.s. so to snv. 
simply consumed the b read furnished 
from outside, to which tiiey themselves 
I hardly earned the salt. 

The case is very similar in Ruskln. 

I -\lthough the admission to the colony 
requires the jiosscssion of quite a little 
‘ cajiltal—.'►00 dollars is tlie price of a 
slinre—whicli naturally excludes al¬ 
most half of the entire population of 
the Uniterl States, and the very half 
that needs the relltif most, the colony 
is not self-sustaining. It depends 
largely niion tlie cniiitalist world for 
nssistauc-e and tries to reach it by 
printing a paper, liy selling books, bv 
mannfncturlng. etc. .V.nd although 
tliere are constant appeals to the soll- 
ilarlty of the sympathizers, the out¬ 
look is far from l>elng jiromlsing. 

'riint a general rctuni to such com¬ 
munistic colonies would mean the re¬ 
turn 10 the system of proiluctlon of a 
ver>- small scale with all its weakness, 
waste and bnniunrism, our colony be¬ 
lievers stH'iii to overlook. And 'they 
even call this the “.Vmerienn economic 
movement." while in reality It is the 
most uneconomic affair iaraginnble. 
if the successful foundation of niauy 
thousands of such communistic colo¬ 
nies would lie iiossihle in this or any 
other country, then socialism would lie 
impossible. 

We would no doubt do the capitalists 
a great fnchjr if we would relieve thetu 
from the sometimes l►urniug care of 
the uncmiiloyed. The trouble Is we 
cannot do It if we try. According to 
the Buskin colony Idea, It woulUI take 
fifty niillinu dollars to take care of 
the 100,000 unemployed of Chicago 
alone. And New York has at least 
as many. .Vnd how about the other 
large cities? Aud the success of the 
►■oloules would not 1 h‘ nssure<l even 
then. 

Uuskin and every other eoiiperntlve 
colony must work exactly like a capi¬ 
talist stock company. The only dif¬ 
ference Is that the eoiiiienitlvp com- 
lainy will alwa.vs lie at a disadrantage, 
when compqretl to the capitalist busi¬ 
ness enterprise, even when the former 
has ns mtteh capital ns tbe latter. The 
cooperative undertaking, liecause it Is 
f»si|)erntrve. raiinot press any surplus 
value out of Its members, and. tbere- 
fnre. Its ca|iltal will not grow. On the 
other hand.. It has to s|>end Its main 
strength fighting strong capitalist eon- 
corns. while It Is Just that fight of 
comiietltler: that fixes the prices of the 
pr"-;'iiots. 

Competition has to disapiiesr. ere a 
general lowering of the cost' of' pro-• 
dnetinn and a general uplifting of tbe 
standard of life Is possible. 

Blit one colony cannot accomplish 
that. And one thousand colonies 
could not' accomplish it. In order to 
acco^lish that we must, necessarily. 
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have control over the entire produc¬ 
tion. 

And that It is easy to regulate auc- 
ceesfnltjr the entire protluctlon of any 
branch of iuduirtry our trusts have 
proven to the satisfaction of all. 

These trusts accomplish what thou¬ 
sands of cooperative colonies coulld 
never aecoioplh‘’>i 1- the trusts regti- 
late production. The trusts make It 
possible ^ have a general lowering of 
the larlce of products and a general 
rise of the standard of living—If the 
people get bold of them. 

The commonwealth could regulate 
matters even better and more success- 
fully than the trusts.- for there are 
means of power at the command of 
the commonwealth, which the trusts 
will never have. 

But the main condition of success in 
this respect Is that the productive 
. tauiis of such a commonwealth must 
be very large. One state of the Union, 
for Instance, Wisconsin, Kansas or. 
New York, would be Insufllclent for 
a Cooperative Commonwealth. None 
of them could furnish the basis for 
carrying on production on the.larg¬ 
est modem scale even In a sin¬ 
gle Uidustrlal branch—not to speak 
of all branches—because fompetl- 
tlon with private epterprises would 
not cease. For example. It would 
tie Impossible to carry on suc¬ 
cessfully the oil business In Wiscon¬ 
sin in competition with the Standard 
Oil Company, especially since we have 
no oU wells In Wisconsin. 

It Is even qm^stlonable whetlier any 
one Ehjpoiioan country;. England, 
France or Germany, for Instance—al¬ 
though each of them Is called a great 
jwwer—If standing alone, could fur¬ 
nish a basis for lndei>endent i-ooper- 
titlve production. 

Every one of these countries, not 
])roduclug cotton and certain miner¬ 
als of great Importance (for Instance, 
Swedish Iron, quicksilver, copper, etc), 
and every one of these countries be¬ 
ing unable to support Its Inhabitants 
in case of the failure of a single crop, 
could not be considered a self-sutllc- 
ing liasls for Ooiii>eratlve Common¬ 
wealth. 

Of all the clvlliaed countries in the 
world, probaWy the United States 
alone could furalsh such a basis, be¬ 
cause the people of the United States, 
even If Iscdated, could carry on pro¬ 
duction In the highest degree Indc- 
pvudent of all other nations, on ac¬ 
count of the great size of the country 
and the wonderful variety of its prod¬ 
ucts. 

Under such conditions It Is clear 
that all communistic cmlony schemes 
have only the effect of leading peo- 
l>le astray from the road to our goal. 
They only have the effect of petting 
the minds of the jieoide coafu-sed as 
to our alms. Tliey hinder the progress 
of our Ideas. Colony' schemers have 
a habltof hiding and denying the class 
Htmggle.. for they by necessity live In 
the. spirit of capitalism, and are even 
in danger of using the methods of 
■mpltjaist swindlers. For what are 
we to call a ‘‘Cottperatlve Gold MlnF’ 
started with a capital of $2,500,000 
dollars when the cash on hand Is 
J33.23. “with liabilities unknown'?” 
Especially, If we consider that the 
present owner is willing to sell this 
■‘Cooperative Commonwealth” for $5,- 
000 cash and ${i5,(MX) In bonds secureil 
by a mortgage on said Cooperative 
Commonwealth.” Truly, In one sense, 
this Is the first'‘‘painfully” American 
<»lony scheme we know of; this 
HCheiiie having the ‘‘gold brick" Idea 
about It peculiar to certain Americans. 
But It Is not the klmi of Americans 
^ve Socialists apiK>al to. . . . 

Onr American Socialism is only a 
branch of International Socialism, as 
American caiiilnlism Is only a brunch 
of International capitalism. 

American i-apltullsni differs some¬ 
what in mt-thods from capitalism In 
EuroiK*. for hei'e it has full sway, not 
Slaving any remnant of feudallsin to 
(tomlMit with. If anything, capitalism 
here Is more nsrkU-ss of Inmian life 
and more bn'.tal than In most of the 
old •.■ountries. . Aun-ricau Socialism 
has to take that Into <-onslderatlon. 
and also- the fact that the ballot. If 
iisetl rightly, forms a far more jaiwer- 
ful weapon in this country than lit 
nuy other. 

Auiericaii Socialism starts out with 
the "threudbare truism" that our 
present system divides s*K-lety Into 
two classes, the "have nil" and tho 
"have nothing” class, and that It is 
the gwatr muss of the iHs>ple that do 
all the u8<'ful work who lielong to 
the “have iiotliiag" class. Therefori' 
American S<X'iallsm Is class consclou-s. 
This does not mean that the Socialist 
must hate evts-y capitalist Individu¬ 
ally. that some should Is* picked out 
as "scarecniws.’’ while the economic 
|s>wer and |M>litical encroachment of 
all the others should silently be suls 
initted to. It means that while we 
understand Uiat every Individual cap- 
itullst is the n>siilt of the present sys¬ 
tem as much ns the wage worker, we 
still must fight the capitalists as a 
class, because the prmlucers cannot 
reasonably exiiecl anything but e.x- 
ploitntidu from the e.\ploiters as a 
class. 

In short. American .Socialism rec- 
ognlziis that the development of cap¬ 
italist society -salMtitutes tyrannical 
monopoly by a lu^rity for Individual 
pro|ierty of the ^uiy. But it does 
not revolt againin recogubted facts; 

It bows to them. It does not propose 
to rettscend tlie current of centuries 
tind return to bi^rbarism-^it does not 
intend to go into the backwoods and 
start communistic colonies—or to ar¬ 
rest the transformation of humanity 


which is going on before on/ very 
eyes. On the contrary, It bends to the 
laws of progress and evolatioD. And 
since It to a law socicdagic evolu¬ 
tion that with modem civlltoatlon all 
means of production pass from the 
form of Individual property to that of 
capitalist property and then take the 
concentrated form of a trust for the 
benefit of a few—the contention of the 
American Socialtot to this; In the 
measure that these Immense ca]>ltaUst 
properties, which dry up and destroy 
small and Individual property, arc 
formed, in that measure social prop¬ 
erty shall be substltnted fur capital¬ 
ist property. 

To accomplish this we want to make 
nse of our political liberty and take 
possession of the puMlc powers. And 
while this process' to going sn we 
also want to lighten the burdens on 
the shoulders of the wage workers 
and prodneers In general by constantly 
agitating, enacting and raforclng laws 
In their favor, so as to strengthen 
their power of resistance In the great 
struggle. tThls has been done In such 
a wonderful degree in Germany dur¬ 
ing the past fifteen years, that the 
physical well-being of the wage work¬ 
ers of the industrial districts has been 
improving greatly. Formerly the 
country districts used to send most of 
the men fit for military service, tlie 


the purpose of the Social Democratic

OBSTACLES IN THE WAY. 


In the United States the independ¬ 
ent political labor or. Socialist move¬ 
ment encounterS'Certaln obstacles not 
met with in other countries. Among 
these to the spoil system lit. politics, 
in the city of Chicago, for example, 
there are nld to be some 20,000 Jobe, 
big and little, which are In the gift, 
of the successful politicians. The 
dvll service law has lessened the pol¬ 
itician’s patronage to a slight extent 
only; and for this reason It has so 
excited their Ire and opposition tl^at 
the law to likely to be greatly modi¬ 
fied, if not. entirely repealed.
